‘ I was glad, My Lords, to hear’ that noble Duke allow, 
that the Militia of the Kingdom mi be put upon fuch 
a Footing, as to be ufeful for our : This I thould 
be glad to fee done, becaufe I think it the only Defence, 
next to our Fleet, which we can with any Safety truft to; 
and as there is no Man more capable than he, for putting 
us in a Way of making our Militia ufeful, I with he would 
give us his Thoughts upon that Subject; I am fure there 
is nothing he can offer but what will be well received and 
readily agreed to. As to the Expence of keeping our Mi- 
litia under a proper Difcipline, I do not think that it is of 
any Confideration in the prefent Queftion ; if it fhould a- 
mount to a great deal more than what we now pay for 
maintaining our Regular Army, it would be an Argument 
of no Weight withme againft the Scheme, for I am fure, if 
the Expence were greater, our Power would be rendered 
in Proportion much more extenfive, and our Liberties much 
more fecure. 

“ If, My Lords, the Militia were to be put upon a proper 
and aright Footing, if they were to be put upon fucha 
Footing as to be really ufeful for the Defence of the Coun- 
try, it is not to be fuppofed that the People would grum- 
ble at any Charge or Inconvenience they were put to upon 
fuch a neceflary and reafonable Account. The many 
Loads they have quietly fubmitted to of late Years, fhew 
us, that they are not apt to grumble, when they are con- 
vinced of the Reafon of the Thing; but at prefent they 
know, that the Militia are of no publick Ufe, they know 
that the drawing them out to Exercife, tends to no End 
but that of putting Money in the Pockets of the Off- 
cers, and therefore they grumble when they find them- 


felves put to any Expence upon fuch an unprofitable Ac- 
count. 


‘ Tho’ the Militia of the Kingdom be under the Com- 
mand of the King, tho’ their Officers be all named by 
the King, yet under fuch a military Force, our Liberties 
muft be fafe: The Militia of the Kingdom are the Peo 
ple of the Kingdom, and it is impoffible to make ufe 0! 
the People for oppreffing the Liberties of the People; but 
a Standing Army of regular Forces foon begin to look 
upon themfelves as a Body feparate and diftin@? f<en=@ 
from the People ; and if the People in general negleé the 
ufe of Arms, and truft entirely to fuch a military Force 
for their Defence, the King, who has the abfolute Com- 
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mand over them, may eafily fall upon Ways and Means 
to make ufe of them for oppreffing the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple; by granting particular Favours to fuch a military 
Force, and by preferving the A ffections of a few Men bred 
up to Arms and military Difcipline, he may do what- 
ever he pleafes with the Multitude, who have neither 
Arms in their Hands, nor any Knowledge how to ufe them 
if they had. What the noble Duke faid, as to Auxilia- 
ries, is moft certainly true, thofe who truft entirely to Auxt 
liaries for their Defence muft always be Slaves to thofe 
in whom they put their Truft: It is, AZ Lords, for this 
very Reafon that I am againft a Standing Army ; for it 
holds equally true of a Standing Army of our own Subjects, 
as of an Army of Foreign Auxiliaries ; whoever trufts his 
Defence to any thing but himfelf, muft be a Slave to that 
in which he puts his Truft; and whatever People put their 
whole Truft in a Standing Army even of their own Sub- 
jects, will foon come to be as great Slaves as the People wha 
put their Truft in an Army of Foreign Troops; and 
Mafters may be different, but the Slavery is the fame, and 
will be equally grievous. . 
* I believe it never was faid, that a Standing Army is 
the only Method by which an Arbitrary Power may be 
eftablithed ; there are, without doubt, other Means by which 
it may be eftablifhed, but I am fure that it can never be 
long fupported without a Standing Army. By a political 
and cunning Adminiftration the People may be cheated 
out of their Liberties; by fome fpecious Pretence or ano- 
ther, that may be induced to give up all thofe Barriers, 
Which are the Defence and the Proteétion of their Liber- 
ties and Privileges, but the Fraud will at laft be difco- 
vered, and as foon as it is, the Veople will refume their 
ancient Privileges, if there be no new fort of Power efta- 
blifhed for prote€ting the Arbitrary Government againft 
any fuch Refumption, which Power can never confift in 
any thing elfe but a Standing Army of fome kind or 
Other, 

* A Standing Army muft therefore, My Lords, be of dan- 
gerous Confequence to the Liberties of every Country. In 
fome free Countries there may be at leaft a Shew of Rea- 
fon for their fubmitting to fuch a Danger, but in this Country 
there cannot be fo much as a Shew of Reafon; we have a 
Fleet fuperior to that of any of our Neighbours, and we 


know how difficult it is for any of our Neighbours to in- 
" 4 vade 
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vade us with a confiderable Force ; fuch Defigns mutt al- 
wavs be difcovered long before they can be ready for Exe- 
. cution ; and as long as we preferve a fuperior Fleet, we 
fhall always have it in our Power to prevent the Fxe- 
cution of any fuch Defign ; but granting that they fhould 
by any ftrange Fatality or Negligence, efcape our. Fleets 
at Sea, yet ftill we fhould have Time to prepare for their 
Reception ; if our Militia be always kept in good Order, 
and under a proper Difcipline, they will be fufficient for 
our Defence againft any Power that can be brought againtt 
us, as lone as the King is poffleffed of the A ffections of 
the People in general, and thofe he can never lofe fo rea- 
dily as by defpifing the People, and trufting entirely to his 
Standing Army. 

* As for thofe {mall Invafions which the noble Duke was 
pleafed to mention, what, tho’ they had landed, what 
would have been the Confequence? I hope, Ay Lords, it 
is not to be imagined, notwithftanding the contemptible 
State to which our ,Militia has been by Neglect reduced, 
that this Country is to be conquered by fix or feven thou- 
fand Men. Even the late King /Villiam, tho’ he had efca- 
ped the Exg/i/h Fleet, where it is fuppofed he had a good 
many Friends, tho’ he had double that Number of Men, 
and tho’ he got all his Troops fafely, and without Oppoli- 
tion, landed.upon the Englifh Shore, yet, AZ Lords, upon 
his feeing fo few come in to join him upon his firlt Land- 
ing, he was very near going off again. It is not an eafy 
Matter to bring about a Revolution avainft an eftablifhed 
Government ; but it is ftill much more difficult to com¢ 
in as Conquerors, and pretend to fubdue fuch a powerful 
and populous Country as this is. And if the great King 
William, who came to relieve us from Slavery and Op- 
preffion, who brought along with him fo great an Army 
and fo powerful a Fleet; if he, I fay, was fo doubtful of 
Succefs upon his firft landing, what have we to fear from 
any fmall Invafion? Surely from fuch, the Nation can 
never have any thing to fear, whatever fuch a Govern- 
ment as that of King ‘fames’s was, may have to feat from 
fuch fmall Invafions encouraged, called in, and fupported 
by the Generality of our People at home. This is a ‘Cafe 
which, I hope, never will again happen ; it is a Cafe again 

which we are not to provide, and for thefe Reafons I fhall 
be for agreeing to the Reduction propofed, 
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‘ Asto our Armies not being obliged to obey any but le- 
‘gal Orders, | do not know, My Lords, whether it be fo 
‘ornot; but in my Opinion the noble Duke has given us 
‘a good Hint for an Amendment to the Bill; this Word, 
Legal, ought certainly to be put in, and then in cafe of 
any Difobedience to fuch Orders, a Council of War would 
certainly have it in their Power to examine firft into the 
Legality of the Orders given, as to which there may be 
fome Doubt, as the Bill ftands at prefent; it may be at 
leat alledged, that as the Bill now ftands, the Council of 
War would be obliged to pafs Sentence again{t the Soldiers 
for Mutiny, whatever they might afterwards do with the 
‘ Officer who gaye the illegal Orders,

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tant Number of the Houfe of Commons, from pofleffing 
Places or Penfious dependant on the good Will of a principal 
Miniffer, as the beft Means to preferve our Con/fitution, and 
indeed as the ‘fureft Method to prevent Corruption in Elec- 
tions. For while fuch Benefits (as they inconfiderately flat- 
ter themfelves will) attend their being returned, all Ars 
will be employed, and all Penalties hazarded to get into fo 
fure a Road of Preferment, and it is but too notorious how 
they will be influenced and guided in their Journey, 

Such Biils have often paffed the Houfe of Commons, and 
we hope the Time approaches, when it fhall find Approbation 
in other Places, tho’ hitherto they have not had the good For: 
tune to get the Concurrence of the Right Rev. and the Right 
Hon. the Lords, fome People cannot comprehend, why a 
Bill, which has Reference only to the Commons, after their 
“Approbation of it, fhould meet with Obftruction from any 
ather Partof the Legiflature. Why the Lords Temporal fhould 
oppofe a Bill, which intrenches not on their Privileges of 
monopolizing Offices, nor why the Right Rev. the Fathers of 
the Church fhould fo unanimoufly and fervently concur in fe- 
jeCting a Bill, which in no wife prevents the moft ancient 
and chrijfian Practice of Tranflations.

or (which ts of infinitely more Confequence to our Liberties 
and Prcperfies) in the Times of Peace and Tranquillity, for 
the Continuance of an Army, which in all Countries 
been the Overthrow of Liberty.

Now and then 
it may “tenho that fome will be difpofed on to thofe, who, 
tho’ they hate and are hated, defpife and are defpifed, yet to 
fhare in the Plunder of the Publick, will labour to prop him 
in his unweildy Grandure, and forward his Schemes however 
wild and pernicious. 

But in Reality, moft of thofe great Offices of State, fo 
much envy’d and fought after by the unpraétifed and am- 
bitious Man, are not only few in Number, but they are fo 
far from being profitable, that they are really an Incumbrance 
to the generous Spirit, by the Attendance they require; an 
Affliction to the Avaricious, by compelling him to a more 
fumptuous and expe: nfive manner of Living. That there is 
no, or little, }rofit arifing from thefe Employments, I dare 
appeal to thofe noble Lords, who formerly have, or do now 
enjoy them. Ifthe Accounts of the State of England inform 
us rightly, the Salary of the Lord Prefident is 2000]. per 
Ann, of the Lord Privy Seal, 1500; of the Mafter Ge- 
neral of the Ordnance 1500. The Wages and Board Wa- 
ges of the Lord Steward amount to 1460. Of the Lord 
Chamberlain torzoo. Of the T veafaret of the Houfhold 
to 1096. Of the Comptroller to rog2._ Of the Captain of 
the Band of Penfioners, of the Captain of the Yeoman of 
the Guard, of the Lords of the Bed-chamber, to each 1000 
per Ann. They who poflefs thefe State Offices, are gene- 
rally Men of high Birth and great Eftates. To imagine 
that the Salaries of fuch are enlar ged when we are fo loaded 
= Taxet, and over-whelmed with Debts, would be faucily 

fing the prefent difereet Management of the Minifter, 
with Indif dh and Profution, and therefore not to be fup- 
pofed ; and to intimate, that thefe noble Lords receive any 
Profit by thofe honourable Employments, but what arifes 
from their dnown S alaries, were a Derogation to their Ho- 
nour, and castes not to fuppofe ; and then let any one 
judge, how likely thefe high Stations are to enrich them.

fa thful and honeft Difcharge of the Truft repofed in them, 
. Con ifort more valuable than all the Wealth of the Jndres, 
nor to take notice how obvisus is the Refpeét and Obfer- 
vance paid to them, not only by Men of real Honour, but 

even 
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even by the Time-feryer, by the infolent Man in Offeé. 
This would be the honeft Subjeét of a noble Panegyric, 

At prefent I would. only defire that pernicious Cre eature, 
who is wholly devoted to Self- Interef?, who -properly is only 
the Reprefentative of his own Fami ly, not ef his Country, 
take this into his ferious Confideration ; that the Man in Office 
is Jaid under much greater Expences, than the real Patriot, 
His Atterldance of his Employment requires a long Refidence 
in London. A larger Houte, richer Furniture, a more nu- 
merous Retinue,a gayer Equipage, as the Confequent®of his 

Jace, by an Addition to his Income, i yet that Addition 
is far from being an Equivalent to the Expence. And let me 
add another Confideration, it may be little regarded, but fe- 
verely felt; the many Birth-Day Cloaths for the Man in 
Place, for Madam, for Miffes, for the young “Squire, and 
perhaps, for the new Equipage and Liveries. So that I do 
ferioully afirm to you, I am acquainted with fome in no or- 
dinary Employments, and the whole Profit of them does not 
difcharge the Expence attending Birth Days. 

Sure no one can be fo abfurd, as to infer from hence, that 
I am difcouraging any from fhewing their Zeal to the Ill 
ftrious Houfe of "Hanover, by their Appearance at Court on 
fuch folemn QOccafions; or that I would diffuade the gay 
Part of the World from their Appearance there in Habits 
fuitable to their Birth and Fortune. Be far from me fuch 
naughty Thoughts, But really nothing can be more ridt- 
eulous, than to fee a decay a overgrown, unwieldy Dame 
fhoving and wadling thro’ 1 Circle of the Beautiful, the 
Sprightly , and the Young, to their Diverfion to her inward 
Confufion, yet ftill fhe goes"; w ho, were reputably, and more 
profitably too, would have employed her Time in her Do- 
me{ fick Afi 3 in the Country, had not her Husband’s Am- 
bition tempted him to fell his Honour for Money, and his 

Folly led him to part with that Money to fupply her Vanity. 

Nor is it my Inte ntion to divert Gentlemen of Fortune 
and Abilities from offeri: 1g their Service to Fellow- Subjects, 
to reprefent their Senfe of Aifairs in Parliament. Itis thei 

Duty fo wd do. Men of Senfe will not be mifled, Men of 
Honour will neither be awed nor corrupted. While we com 

nit ourfelves to their Conduét, we are fafe. And however 
grievous the Complaints are of the Iniguity of the Times, 
it may howe ver, be faid, for the Glory of Great Britait, 
there may be found aconfiderable Number who refule © 
bow the Knee to Baal.

The Fleet at 4/icant is ready to fail for Oran, with Troops 
to reinforce the Garifon, but this is no Impediment to the 
Preparations for the Grand Expedition, which are ftill carry- 
ing on at Barcelona, with all Diligence : And there are 
fome who will hardly believe that fo great a Tranfport as 
that defigned from Alicant, which is to be convoyed by feven- 
tecn Men of War, fhould be fent to Sea with no other View, 
but that of reinforcing the Garifon of Oran.

' From Mecklemburgh we have Advice, that Major General 
de Campin has entered that Dutchy, at the Head of feveral 
Regiments of Hannoveritan Troops, both Horfe and Foot, 
in Order to difperfe the Peafants, who were rifen in great 
Numbers to favour Duke Charles Leopold, in Oppotition to 
the Troops of the Circle, a&ting in Execution of the Sen- 
tence given by the Aulick Council of the Empire, and the 
Emperor’s Refcripts, againft that Duke. This Affair, tho’ 
hitherto of no great Importance, may draw very great Con- 
fequences after it, efpecially if the Report fhould prove true, 
that the King of Pruffia has ordered feveral Regiments to 
march towards that Duchy, under Pretence of obferving 
that nothing be attempted to the Prejudice of his Intereft. 


PoLanp, SWEDEN, aud the NoRTHERN PoweERs. 


WE carried our Account of the Affairs of Poland in our 
laft, to the 23d of Sept. and we believe it will not 
be unacceptable to our Readers, as long as al] the Affairs of 
Europe in a manner depend upon what is tranfacted in Po- 
land, if we continue our Advices from thence by Way of 
Diary. On the 24th, before the Crown-Guards marched 
from Warfaw, the Imperial and Ruffian Minifters bad fome 
Guards affigned them to proteét them from any Infults. ‘The 
Polifh Troops having formed a Camp near Mariamount, on 
the 25th, 32 Waggons laden with 46 Pipes of Wine, coming 
fom Cracow, for the Ufe of the Palatine of that Diftriat, 
were feized near Warfaw, and carried to the Camp. ‘The. 
6th, Advice came to the Palatine of Kiovia, that King 
Staniflaus was then at Kowalowa near Thorn, The fame Day 
came Advice, that the Ruffian Troops having paffed the 
Narva, to the Number of about 25000 Men, arrived the 
23d at Tihoczyn. The 27th, the Regiment of Crown Guards 
bad Orders to march to the Camp at Mariamount, and 18 
Pieces of Cannon were fent thither the fame Day out of the 
Arfenal of Warfaw. The fame Afternoon, Advice came 
that the Ruffians were as far as Nur. The 28th, a Ruffian 
Lieutenant Colonel was feized by a Party of Poles, who 
teported, that part of the Ruffian Army was within fix 
fagues of Warfaw, waiting the coming up of the reft, 
he fame Day all the Boats on the /z/ula were deftroyed, 


and2 Wood on the Banks of it cut down, and the tm 
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of it thrown into the River, to be carried down by the 
Stream, and deprive the Ru/fans as much as poffible, of aj 
means to pafs that River. The 29th, the Term being ex. 
pired, in which the Ru/fan and Saxon Minifters were enjoined 
to depart WVarjaw, the Houfe of the younger Count Je. 
wold was feized and plundered. In the Evening a Detach- 
ment of ‘Troops, with fome Pieces of Cannon, were fent 
to demand the furrender of Saxon Houfe, called the Royal 
Palace. Upon Refufal, they fired twenty or thirty Cannon- 
Shot at the Gates, and having made a Breach, were pre- 
paring for the Affault; But the Saxon Officers who were in 
the Palace, with the Ambaffladors, and about 2 Hundred 
Men, plied them fo warmly with Mufquet Shot from the 
Vindows, that they killed and wounded about 40 of the 
Polifh Guards, and obliged them to retire, having taken a 
Refolution. to defer the Attack till the next Morning. Th 
next Day the 30th, the Poles were prevailed upon by the 
Pope’s Nuncto, to defer the Attack, at leaft, for a Time; 
and in the Evening, a Capitulation was agreed on, by which 
the Saxons were allowed to march out of the Palace with all 
their Arms, and be convoved to the Frontiers of the King- 
dom. : 

The firft of O. the Ruffians appeared on the oppofite 
Side of the Vi/?ula, and exchanged fome Cannon Shot with 
the Polijh Army. The 2d, King Staniflaus arrived incognito 
at Dantzick, accompanied only by M. Poniatowski, and the 
young Marquis de Alonti, The Primate, Prince Czarinsh, 
the Vice-Chancellor, the Map Jhal, the Palatmes of Majaw, 
Ruffia, and AMarienburg, the Chamberlains of the Crown and 
Lithuania, and the Great Treafurer, likewife arrived there 
the third, and it is reported, that the latter has brought the 
Regalia with him, in Order to the King’s Coronation in that 
City. It is remarkable that when the French Ambaffador 
left 7/7 arfaw to follow King Staniflaus, the Swedifh Ambaiia- 
dor went with him, 

Letters from Copenhagen advife, that upon the Arrival of 
an Exprefs from Paris, the Marquis de Lucerne, Comman- 
der of the French Squadron in that Road, gave Orders to all 
Officers who were afhoar to embark, and gave a Signal for 
ll the Ships to weigh Anchor.

the Perfians, which they take for granted are the Fore- 
runners of a firm and advantageous Peace on that Side, the 
Divan of Conftantinople is full of Projects where to employ 
their victorious Troops at their Return. Some will have them 
bent upon compelling the Rujkans to reftore the Conquered 
Provinces, or at leaft to give them fo powerful a Diverfion, 
as will oblige them to give over their Attempts upon the 
Polifh Liberties. Others will have it, that they will come 
nearer to the Point, and, as the Grand Signior has declared 
himfelf, among others, a Proteétor of the Liberties of Poland : 
he looks upon the Entry of the Ruffians into that Kingdom 
as an Infraction of Treaties, to which he is a Guaranty, 
and will march a Guardian Army to aid and fupport the 
Republick againft the Czarina’s Undertakings. “The H2/ps- 
dor of Wellachia, and the Prince of Moldavia feem to have 
the fame tendency, and have declared their Sentiments in very 
obliging Letters to King Staniflaus and the Senate.
